WHEREAS, Sonora Townshi p has seen many changes since the
1970's, when town neetings were conducted in Euvon Radel's
ki tchen because the weather was either too hot or too cold to

use the town hall; and

WHEREAS, These nonthly, i n- honme meet i ngs featured
di scussion and dessert, and while they were not wthout
di verse opi nion and were not al ways harnoni ous, they provided
a good perspective on the |ocal governnent and encouraged the
conprom ses necessary anong | ocal elected officials to reach

their goals on a limted budget; and

VWHEREAS, The 1970's brought devel opnment to the township
with annual federal revenue sharing, which provided nuch
needed financi al assistance for the replacenent of bridges on

all of the creeks leading to the M ssissippi R ver; and

WHEREAS, In the 1980's, several unused roads were cl osed
and Sonora Town Hall was renovated wth new siding, new storm
w ndows, a lower ceiling, a new door, and electric heaters

for those cold election nights; and
